and the ſeaſon ſo wet that it cannot be houſed ſo drie as it 
ſhould be,ought rhis point of Yu:bendrie to be practiſed, rather 
than'thac the Corze ſhould be ſpoyl'dorloft; firſt therefore in 
ſuch ſeaſons may, the Husherdway reape or cut downe his Corse 
eccording to the Country cuſtome wherein he lives, andthen 
afterward whenſoever ir holds up zor ſooner if there be cauſe , 
ler his Harve& people (having implements accordingly) apply 
themſelves tothe cropping, clipping, or cutting off the Eargs of 
the Corne by handfuls ata time, little Children may gather the 
Cornc inte handfuls, and give them to the Horvefl-marn,who as 
he cuts thera off, ſhould pur them into Sackes, and then ſhould 
they be carried home, and ſpread upon floores in Lofts, and in 
all other places where they may lye and dry,and being dry then 
ſhould they be removed 8& other bronghtand thould be ſpread 
in their places, otherwiſe whenſocver the Weather holds a- 
lirtle faire, there may one-be affigned to follow every _ 
chat mvy clip off the carcs as faft as they ſhall reapeir, intolit- 
elefliskers; and fo facke them up,and carry them heme as faſt as 
itis reaped.  Thusmay men ſootle gather in rheir Whear, their 
Ryec,andrheir B2rley,alchough there ſhould be much graſſe,and 
weeds ameng the ftraw,that doth require much timeto wither, 
and dry before it cahbe gotin- Now when they haye got in 
the eares of their Corn?, they may Jetthe ſtrawlycanddry a 
while withour {vſtaining any great hurt, and after they may gt- 


ther itin and ſack it vo ot Ictfure, wan tae ſeaſon 15 more drie. 
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
